Did Cox

WASHINGTON (U PI) -A source 
close to the White House claimed 
today 
that 
former 
Watergate 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox’s staff 
intimidated Watergate defendants 
and their lawyers to force them to 
testify. 
A spokesman for Cox’s office 
said, “ It is a preposterous lie. Our 
records 
of 
discussions 
with 
attorneys 
and 
prospective 
de­ 
fendants are thorough ones, and we 
have 
been 
extra 
careful 
in 
protecting” their rights. 
The source, who declined to be 
quoted by name, said the Justice 
Department hopes to get affidavits 
from the intimidated witnesses to 
support the charges of impropriety. 
“ Details on the incidents will 
begin to surface by next week,” the 
source said. 
But the spokesman for Cox’s 
office 
termed 
the 
report 
“ a 
transparent attempt by anonymous 
sources to reflect on the integrity of 
Mr. Cox and his staff.’’ 
The source claimed that attorneys 
representing potential Watergate 
defendants were led to believe “ that 
unless they abandoned their clients, 
they themselves would become tar­ 
gets for prosecution.” 
“ On more than one occasion 
witnesses called to testify were told 
by Cox’s staff not to bring their 
lawyers along.” 
“ If the lawyers appeared,” the 
witness was told “ he would be 
viewed in a different light” by the 
special 
prosecutor’s 
office, 
the 
source said. 
Nixon fired Cox Saturday when 
Cox refused to accept Nixon’s order 
to end his legal attempts to win 
court approval to examine secret 
presidential 
tape 
recordings 
involving Watergate. Cox’s staff 
was incorporated into the Justice 
Department. 
According to the source, the White 
House believes it has found “ a 
continued campaign” by Cox’s staff 
to harass Watergate witnesses in 
violation of their civil rights. 
“ Witnesses were subjected to 
inordinately 
lengthy 
questioning 
that went on for hours. But when the 
same witnesses were brought before 
the grand jury, they were asked only 
questions 
which 
tended 
to 
incriminate them,” the source said. 
According to the source, the White 
House felt Cox was “ exceeding the 
authority of his jurisdiction” and 
was 
interfering 
with 
other 
government agencies such as the 
Justice Department and the FBI.

President reported working 
on speech to the nation

The United Nations cease-fire ending the 17-day Middle East war 
officially went into effect between Israel and Kgvpt today at 12 50 p m 
EDT 
Both sides had agreed in advance to stop fighting where they stood under 
pressure from the United States and Russia 
There was no immediate word that the fighting had actually stopped 
Syria, the main combatant on Israel’s northern front, was silent Iraq, 
with 18,000 troops helping the Syrians in the north, rejected the cease fire 
The cease-fire deadline set by the United Nations was 6 50 p m < 12 50 
p m E D T ), 12 hours after the Security Council in New York passed the joint 
resolution sponsored by the United States and Russia calling for an in-place 
truce and peace negotiations. 
The cease-fire left Egyptian troops on the east bank of the Suez canal The 
Israelis said the Egyptian penetration was three to five miles deep but the 
Egyptians said it was up to nine miles 
However, Israel succeeded in driving a wedge across the canal into Egypt 
which it said was 475 square miles and within 45 miles of Cairo The 
Egyptians said it was much smaller. 


The Israelis claimed they beat off 
Egyptian counterattacks in the final 
hours before the cease-fire They 
also said they pushed the Syrians off 
their last outpost on Mount Hermon 
in the north in hand to hand fighting 
Diplomatic sources in London said 
that the United States and Russia 
agreed not to renew their arms lifts 
to the combatants and told Israel 
and the Arabs respectively they 
would receive no new major arms 
shipments if they chose to go on 
fighting The sources said neither 
side could apparently face such an 
eventuality.

acceptance, with conditions, came 
after a cabinet meeting that heard 
the latest results of the fighting. 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger

Committee which

consider any impeachment question, said 
he would “ encourage the committee” to 


hold immediate hearings so the issues 
could be brought out into the open and the 
Committee could use its subpoena power to 
force disclosure of the tapes and other 
documents which had been sought by 
former Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox 
Waldie, a candidate for governor of 
Calif., listed four possible articles of 
impeachment which could bo brought 
against Nixon over the tape issue They 
accused him of failing to follow court 
orders to give up the documents, ordering 
Cox “ not to invoke the judicial process 
further” , 
abolishing 
the 
Special 
Prosecutor s office, and ordering that Cox 
himself be fired. 
“ The course of action on the part of the 
President, in my view, constitutes an 
obstruction of justice,” Waldie said 


He said he is receiving overwhelming 
support from his constitutents and “ there 
are some members (of Congress» now 
supporting impeachment that last week 
would not have touched the subject with a 
10 foot pole.”

iron products, and transport equipment,

operation 
of 
chemical 
plants. 
Tsukamoto, his wife, and two of his three 
sons will be in Santa Barbara next 
Thursday to play the host at an open house 
for the membership at the club. 
The new clubowner’s youngest son, 
Hidejiejo, in Santa Barbara to help finalize

WASHINGTON (U PI) —The government has a new list 
of banned toys for shoppers to avoid during the holiday 
buying season, and it’s more than half again as long as last 
year’s. 
With the pre-Christmas buying surge already in swing, 
the Consumer Product Safety Commission has compiled a 
list of over 1,500 banned products. Last year some 800-plus 
items were listed. 
The items, although banned from sale, sometimes appear 
on store shelves anyway They range from pumpkin and 
cat-shaped Halloween candy containers with dangerous 
nails to toy stuffed bears with sharp, barbed eyes. There 
are also toy poodles with sharp wires in the tail and child- 
sized xylophones with sharp edges. 
Eighty per cent of the nation’s toy sales take place in 
October, November and December, the commission said 
The list is available at the commission’s regional offices 
and Washington headquarters, at no cost 
The commission tests toys for three things — sharp 
points, sharp edges and small parts One or a combination 
of those hazards, when exposed by tests, can result in the 
toy being banned

Two Los Angeles area spare experts agree that many 
people who report seeing unidentified flying objects 
(UFOs) are seeing something, but question that the UFOs 
are extraterrestrial spaceships under the control of 
nonhuman creatures 
“ People are 
seeing 
something; 
they re not hal­ 
lucinating," said Dr William J Kauffman, director of the 
Griffith Observatory "It s also clear that they re seeing 
things for which standard, run-of-the-mill explanations do 
not suffice But just because they see something strange in 
the skies doesn t mean that the something strange is a 
vehicle controlled by an alien intelligence That just doesn t 
follow .” 
A rash of UFO sightings began two weeks ago in 
Mississippi when two shipyard workers catfishmg on the 
Pascagoula Kiver reported they were kidnaped by silver- 
skinned creatures with pointed ears who took them aboard 
a cigar-shaped spaceship and examined them 


There have been hundreds of other sightings in states 
from coast to coast Gov. John Gilligan of Ohio reported 


seeing a UFO made of amber light just outside Ann Arbor. 
Mich 
Deputies reported chasing five amber^olored 
saucers flitting just above tree-top level in Louisiana 
Many of the UFOs have turned out to be weather 
balloons Some of the sightings turned out to be hoaxes 
Phillip J. Klass, a senior editor with the magazine 
Aviation Week and Space Technology , who has written one 
book putting down UFOs — “ UFOs-Identified 
—and is 
currently writing a sequel, said, “ There simply is not a 
shred of physical evidence (for UFOs) after more than 25 
years of sightings. 
“ Quite literally Not a shred, in any of the tens of 
thousands of UFO sightings that have been reported, that 
you could take before the National Academy of Sciences 
and ask: Have you ever seen its like on earth ' 
Danny Brown, a photographer for the Baton Rouge 
Morning Advocate, said Sunday he photographed with a

PUERTO LUMBRERAS, 
Spain (U PI) — Authorities 
said today at least 200 
persons died in a weekend of 
massive 
flooding 
and 
unofficial reports put the 
death toll as high as 500 with 
thousands 
of 
others 
homeless. 
The floods were the worst 
disaster in the country in 
more than a decade. 
The 
stricken 
area 
stretched from the fruit 
groves of Murcia in eastern 
Spain to the southern Costa 
del Sol, where about 50 
persons died in the small 
resort town of La Rabita. 
Medical teams rushed in 
and inoculated thousands of 
survivors against typhoid 
fever. 
There 
were 
no 
immediate reports of flood- 
related diseases. 


Freshwater supplies in 
three southern provinces 
were destroyed and army 
engineers were brought in to 
restore them. 


The floods, triggered by 
torrential rains Friday, took 
more than 200 lives in 
southeastern 
Spain, 
according 
to government 
figures. News reports put 
the death toll as high as 500 
and said thousands of people 
were left without homes. 


Government 
spokesmen 
said total damage exceeded 
$100 million. 


The 
town 
of 
Puerto 
Lumbreras was the hardest 
hit by the flood. Hundreds of 
rescuers cleared debris and 
sifted 
the 
slimy 
mud 
covering streets and ruined 
buildings, searching for the 
more than 70 persons still 
missing and presumed dead. 


Seventy-two bodies have 
been recovered in Puerto 
Lumbreras, and another 65 
in other nearby towns and 
villages, police said.

Cabrillo

The Cabrillo Conqs gave their 
school 
a 
homecoming 
present, 
started the Northern League season 
off with a win, and rendered the 
single wing offense 
temporarily 
obsolete, all in one easy lesson 
Friday night. 
In case you missed it, final score 
was Cabrillo 37. San Luis Obispo 13. 
It was closer than that for a while. 
The Hillmen led by just four at 
halftime 
But as far as Cabrillo 
Head 
Coach 
Evert 
Jones 
is 
concerned, the game went just 
about exactly as planned. 
“ We thought they (the Tigers) 
could score the first time they had 
the ball,” said Jones. The Tigers 
did. marching 75 yards in 11 plays. 
"We knew it would take a while to 
adopt to their size and to the rhythm 
of the single wing 
But the Conqs also scored the first 
time they got the ball. And the 
second time. And the third time. In 
fact, before Jones emptied his bench 
midway through the last quarter, 
the Conqs had obtained possession of 
the ball seven times and scored six 
of those times. 
Even after a long weekend of 
examining the game films, Jones 
and his assistants could find little to 
complain about. 
So well did the Conqs adjust to the 
single wing, that the Tigers were 
held to minus one yard rushing in 
the second half. 
“ There’s not too many things we 
could have done better," Jones said. 
“ We blew our pass coverage once 
(on San Luis’ second touchdown), 
and we funbled a punt (setting up 
that Tiger TD). But take those two 
plays out and there’s not much we 
could have done better. 
“ We’re really glad to see the trap 
play work. All of Davis' (fullback 
Tim) yardage (78 yards) came on 
the traps. It helped to have (Bruce) 
Probst at center, and to have our 
guards healthy.” 
The Tigers had plenty of size, but 
that may have been one of their 
problems. “ They’re slow,” summed 
up Jones. 
And it didn’t help the Tigers that 
they brought along only 24 men to 
play. That’s enough for basketball, 
but not for football. Not against a 
well-conditioned two-platoon squad 
like Cabrillo. 
Tiger Tailback Larry Moore, who 
also played the whole game on 
defense, broke some long runs in the 
first half and wound up the half with 
106 yards in 18 carries. But in nine 
second-half carries, he was held to 
minus one yard. 
The Tigers lost one player, two 
way starter Pete Maloney, who 
was thrown out of the game for 
taking a swing at Cabrillo’s Kevin 
Drake on a kickoff play. 
“ He was thrown out for hitting 
back," said an angry San Luis Head 
Coach Leon Criner after the game. 
But Jones vigorously denied any 
wrong-doing 
on 
Drake’s 
part, 
maintaining that the only swinging 
had been done by Maloney. 
Drake was held 
to 20 yards 
rushing, well below his average. But 
because the Tigers were keying on 
the big Conq QB, the rest of the Hill 
backfield had room to run. Davis 
picked up 78 yards on eight carries, 
Bill Chapin 83 yards in 13, David 
Taylor 
39 
yards, 
and 
Roland 
Soloman 33. 
Drake also hit eight of 13 pass 
attempts for 99 yards.

Vikes, Bengals prove it: 
razzle-dazzle not obsolete 


The Minnesota Vikings and the Cincinnati Bengals are 
obviously not too old to use “ schoolyard tricks" in this 
age of conservative game plans. 
Both used the old-fashioned razzle-dazzle play of 
another era Sunday to catch their opponents flatfooted 
and record victories in National Football League 
competition. 
The Bengals used a double reverse to bewilder Kansas 
City defenders as Cincinnati scored a 14-6 victory over 
the mistake-riddled Kansas City Chiefs 
Wide receiver John Gilliam scored two touchdowns, 
catching the E agles’ defense out of position both times, 
to help the Vikings down Philadelphia, 28-21, and stay 
unbeaten in the NFC Central Division 


Trailing, 3-0, in the second quarter, the Bengals pulled 
off a double reverse with quarterback Ken Anderson 
winding up with the ball. He then fired a 30-yard pass to 
Bob Trumpy for a touchdown and a 7-3 lead which 
Cincinnati never gave up. 


Gilliam, who also set up two touchdowns with key 
catches of Fran Tarkenton passes, sent the Vikings 
ahead early with a 44-yard touchdown on a double 
reverse and they kept the lead the rest of the way. 
Gilliam also scored on a 24-yard pass from Tarkenton 
and gained 116 yards from pass receptions in the game. 
Everybody was asking Vikings’ Coach Bud Grant 
about the reverse, which fooled everyone in Minnesota’s 
Metropolitan Stadium. 
“ It’s about time we got something out of that play,’ he 
said, “ We tried it six or seven times last year without 
much success." 
The Los Angeles Rams joined the Vikings as the only 
other undefeated team in the NFL with a 24-7 victory 
over the Green Bay Packers.

27, Cleveland buried Houston, 42-13, Pittsburgh topped 
the New York Jets, 26-14, New England squeaked past 
Chicago, 13-10, Cincinnati beat Kansas City, 14-6, San 
Francisco 
annihilated 
New 
Orleans, 
40-0, 
Dallas 
swamped the New York Giants, 45-28, and Atlanta 
destroyed San Diego, 41-0. 
Monday night Oakland is at Denver. 
Dallas’ defense set up three touchdowns with a fumble 
recovery by Larry Cole, an interception by Lee Roy 
Jordan and a blocked punt by Billy Joe DuPree and D. D. 
Lewis scored with another punt blocked by DuPree to 
carry the Cowboys to victory over the Giants. 
Charley Taylor caught seven passes for 153 yards and a 
touchdown as the Washington Redskins avenged their 
loss earlier this season to St. Louis and beat the 
Cardinals. 


Quarterback Marty Domres, starting his first game of 
the season to give Baltimore some offensive spark, 
scored one touchdown and passed 66 yards to Glenn 
Doughty for another to lead the Colts over the sagging 
Detroit Lions.

Proposition 1, Governor Reagan s tax 
limit initiative to be voted upon November 
6. is fastly building to be one of the most 
controversial, single issues ever to face a 
California voter. 
It is also lastly building into a gigantic 
partisan issue which, we believe, it is not. 
There is no doubt that when all of the 
guns have been fired over the issue, the 
voter will be an extremely confused 
individual. At the present point in the 
campaigns of both pros and cons of this 
issue, it is simply a case of who do you 
believe. 
The issue would permanently cut the 
state income tax by 7lz per cent and 
eliminate it entirely for families with 
annual incomes of $8,000 or less and single 
persons with incomes of $4,000 or less. It 
would prevent the state from shifting costs 
to local government and school districts 
and it would impose limitations on local 
property taxes. It would further provide 


avenues for 
the state to deal 
with 
emergencies and forbid the Legislature to 
permanently increase any tax beyond the 
limit without a vote of the people. It would 
leave the Legislature free to change the 
mix of taxes within the limit and to alter 
or create state programs. 
We believe that the voter must give 
careful consideration to this issue as it is a 
constitutional change. 
The issue was created by Governor 
Ronald Reagan. His chief opponent is 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti. The two 
have agreed to debate this issue over the 
public 
television 
program, 
“ The 
Advocates" and the program will be taped 
Oct. 29 and shown in every major viewing 
area in the State before the statewide 
election.

The suit filed against Governor 
Reagan alleging the misuse of state 
funds in connection with the tax 
limitation initiative may not be just 
a 
political 
ploy 
designed 
to 
embarass the governor and defeat 
the ballot proposal 


But it would be far easier to think 
otherwise had it not been brought by 
the head of the California Teachers 
Association. It would be even more 
creditable if it had included in the 
suit all of the spending of tax dollars 
which has been done by those in 
opposition to the measure. 
There 
has 
been 
a 
growing 
tendency on the part of those in 
public office to use tax dollars in the 
pursuit of political ambitions, the 
promotion of, or opposition to, ballot 
propositions and tax schemes. 


Probably the worst offenders of 
all have been the school officials 
who have been waging campaigns 
for local tax overrides and school 
bonds. Not far behind have been 
others 
in education seeking to 
influence 
the 
electorate 
on 


statewide tax issues and educational 
bonding. 
In 
most 
recent 
years 
the 
lawmakers have joined in the use of 
own re-elections. Some have even 
used state employes and tax dollars 
in the support of opposition of ballot 
issues. 
So, to single out the governor s 
efforts in behalf of his tax limitation 
program is to ignore all that has 
been going on before as well as what 
opponents to the plan are now doing. 
If one takes the position that 
whatever someone else may have 
done does not excuse the governor if 
he has misused state funds, then one 
must examine what is alleged. 
The suit charges the governor 
created a Tax Reduction Task Force 
in 1972, using state funds for that 
purpose.

For some who are thinking of 
running for City Council positions 
next year, it may have come as a 
surprise that the present Council 
acted last week on a procedure to 
levy a $25 filing fee for candidates. 
We were rather surprised over the 
agenda item ourself, inasmuch as 
we hadn’t heard of such a proposal 
bandied around by the Council in 
some time. However, City Clerk 
Wilma Thomas informs us that the 
Council did, some time ago, discuss

opponent. 
F r a n k ly , 
we

Mrs. Thomas says that the fee will 
regain some of the funds that the 
city must expend to check out 
nomination petition signatures for 
Council candidates.

would gain by the program should 
bear its costs.’’ 


In his cover letter to the Council
